He  heade   t  or  waa  a  member  of, boards  of 
important   banking  and   industrial   firms*    Aronsohn  was  elected  vice* 
president, then   president  of    tiie  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  district 
of  firomberg  and  was  an  honorary  meiabor  o;    the  ndminiatrntion  of  the 
city  of  Broraberg  and  of  the  provincial  diet  of  the  province   of  r— Mi 
He  won  prominence  amon^  those  Jews  who  held  important  economio   or 
administrative   positions  in   the  nationally  mixed  province  in  which    they 
were  firm  defenders  of  the  German  cause. 

A  member  of  the  Progressive  Party»Aronsohn  was  elected  to    the 

i'ruiisian  Diet   on  a   conservative-liberal   against   a  Polish  tioket. 

He  belonged  to   the  Met    from  1603  to  1913.    g**>  the  revolution.he  was 
for  several  months^a  member  of  the^Constltuoncy^ruasianj  Assembly. 
Aronaofcn  considered  certain  methods  of  the  ^erian  anti—  olish 

policy  as  harmful,   lie  was  critical  oV  the  application  of    the  law 

authorizing  trie   purohaae  of  land   owned  by  Poles  and  the   settlement 

Oerianion   foraierly  Polish  soil.   He  noted  with  concern  that   the  law
